A new-map-: of Burope is rapidly taking 


6f.the‘old Statés will largély be defined 
as they are to appear in the peace treaty 
and the successive documents fixing ter- 
ritorial limits. 

First in importance is Germany's west- 
ern frontier bordering on France, which 
assumes international significance as @ 
barrier .against renewal of the present 
war, Owing tothe issues involved, the 
final determination of this question is 
left to the Council of the Great Powers, 
but in the meantime the tentative plans 
have been well advanced by’ the: com- 
mission. which oe-erdmates reports on 
all frontier questions. 

As dt now stands, the western trantlee 
comes. under three main heads—first; 
Alsace-Lorraine; second, the great fron 
and coal regions of Briey and the Saar 
Valley, and, third, the extensive strip 
of German territory lying on the west 
bank of the Rhine from the Palatinate 
northward. 

With ‘respect to Alsace-Lorraine, .the 
present tendency is to make recession 
of this. section to France without. any 
condition of a plebiscite or otherwise. It 
‘s now occupied by military forces un- 
der the armistice, and there is every 
indication that the occupation will be- 
.come permanent. 

The Briey and Saar Valley sections 
are “chiéfly.: importance as furnishing 
fron, steel; and cdal,. on which ;.Ger- 
many’s military power was based, and 
it is believed that the new line will def- 
initely put an end to any further tse of 
these sources of German power. 

Part of the Briey and Saar sections 
will become French: by -the return of 
Lorraine.

Ellis Island, for shipment out of the 
country. It was delivered to William B. 
Wilson, Secretary of Labor, 
presiding over the Governors’ ‘Confer- 
ence. Mr. Wilson laid it before the 
eonference in a speech during which he 
was cheered to the echo when he as- 


sumed full responsibility for the pending it 
deportations and announced his .deter- wt 


mination to continue to deport all aliena| w 
who advocated the overthrow of the 
American Government by force. 

In the course of another address Secre- 
tary Wilson evoked a further great 
demonstration of applause when he de- 
clared that the Seattle, Butte, Lawrence, 
Paterson, and certain other recent 
atrikes involved a deliberate attemipt to 
start a political and social revolution 
and establish a Soviet Government in 
the United States, but that this attempt 
te put Bolshevist theories into effect 
in this country were thwarted by plans 
carefully laid by the Federal Govern, 
ment and other official agencies. 

The telegram from the Central Fed- 
erated Union read: 

The Central Federated Union of 
Greater New York and vicinity in- 
structs me to file a a prone with you 
against * deportation of aliens on 
account of their union or strike ac- 
tivities. 

After Secretary Wilson had made his 
remarks concerning it Frank A. Ken: 
nedy, representing the Governor of 
Nebraska, moved that the telegram be 
referred to Mr. Wilson for answer. Mr. 
Kennedy said he was identified with the 
Labor Department of Nebraska and had 
been a member of organized labor for 
thirty-five years, 

Governor Cornwell of West Virginia 
moved to amend Mr. Kennedy's motion 
by saying the Governors’ Conference un- 
derstood that no man was being de- 
ported because of his advocating a strike 
and asserting the Governors’ confidence 
in the Secretary of Labor as leaded. 

This was greeted with applause, fol- 
lowing which Governor Sproul of Penn- 
sylvania moved that a copy of the re- 
marks of Secretary Wilson, regarding 
the New York telegram ** will just 
about the best statement of this matter 
that could be made and that it be in- 
cluded in the message to these gentle- 
men who have telegraphed us.”’

Morningside 
Heights in 1905 when*the two meet on 
South Field either .on Thanksgiving Day 
or the Saturday following, next.

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AMENDING THE DRAFT. 

The Commission chosen by the Paris 
Conference reported the draft of the 
Constitution of the League of Nations. 
It is to be expected, of course, that 
the draft will undergo revision and 
@mendment, with a view to giving pre- 
€ision to its language and making 
stich changes as the representatives of 
the nations at Paris may deem wise. 
Mr. Tarr has said that there will be 
no objection to amendments ‘‘ which 
* 40 not strike at the vital. principles 
*““of the League.'’ It might be added 
that those who propose amendments 
should show that they are needed. 

* -As to the proposed amendment re- 
gerving all our rights in respect to the 
Monroe Doctrine, it may be said it is 
oth possible and unnecessary. To re- 
peat in a reservation clause what is 
made clear beyond misunderstanding 
In the articles of the draft to reserve 
fights which are guaranteed, not 
tenaced, rights which could not be 
ivaded without doing violence to the 
‘whole spirit and the meaning of the

> @ superfluous measure of caution. 
&: The precedent of the reservation 
e by the United States on ratifying 
2be Hague Conventions has little or no 
Bearing upon the question whether we 
ghould make exception of the Monroe 
Doctrine when we assent to the 
Teague of Nations plan. The Hague 
Conventions were agreed upon as reg- 
SJations of international practice, the 
Teague of Nations is a measure of re- 
Organization. New nations have come 
into being, problems which the world 
thas long felt to be insoluble are at- 
tacked with the firm purpose of solv- 
ing them, and it is the aim of the 
Jueague to establish the peace of the 
‘world upon a much firmer basis of se- 
eurity than was hoped for or possible 
when The Hague Conference did its 
. work. At that time the United States 
made this reservation: 
°° Nothing contained in this Convention 
@hall be so construed as to require the 
United States of America to depart

“It would be unwise, it might be de- 
Se tbo as a policy of pure selfishness, 
for the United States, in entering the 
Weague of Nations, to reserve the 
Yight not to concern itself with the af- 
fairs of any foreign State, Dependent 
feoples are aspiring to nutional exist- 
‘nce and they need help.

It might be consid- 
ered merely a means of quieting the 
clamors of Republican Senators. They 
would naturally proclaim through all 
the land that Mr. WiLson proposed 
a League Constitution that would 
have annulled the Monroe Doctrine, 
but because of their patriotic labors 
and protests the draft was amended 
and the Doctrine saved. In securing 
the acceptance of this meaningless ad- 
dendum they would not score a very

It is to be borne in mind, however, 
that if one nation begins with a reser- 
vation clause, others will pretty cer- 
tainly be proposed, and the Peace 
Conference may become involved in a 
tangle of difficulties directly resulting 
from the efforts of American politi- 
cians to find material of campaign 
issues in the League of Nations.

THE NEED OF A SPEEDY PEACE. 

With all allowance for suspicion, 
distrust, a percentage of ulterior mo- 
tive, and the general confusion and 
obscurity in German affairs, the sit- 
uation in Germany looks:sinister, as 
it has looked for ‘some time. The 
tardy courage of the Ebert Govern- 
ment in scotching the Spartacans, the 
result of both the local and the Na- 
tional Assembly elections, the appar- 
ent easy supremacy of the moderate 
elements, the convocation of the Na- 
tional Assembly, gave reason to hope 
for the reign of order and the estab- 
lishment of a satisfactory polity and 
a Government with which the Peace 
Conference could deal with some con- 
fidence. 

The Bavarian assassinations, the 
murder of the truth-telling, sensible 
EISNER, a sort of imperialist con- 
spiracy whose hand may ‘be suspected 
in the Soviet, farce-tragedy now play- 
ing at Munich, the setting up of a So- 
viet autocracy in Brunswick, the seem- 
ingly successful general strike and 
rupture of communications and the

Dr. Herm, leader of the Bavarian 
Peasant Party, spoke words of truth 
and soberness in the National Assem- 
bly when he said that what Germany 
most needed in order to feed herself 
was ‘a little real work.’’ .

Under republican govern- 
ment there is no room for class dicta- 
torship. Neither labor nor capital nor 
politics furnishes any such aristocracy 
of leaders that the common people as 
a whole should submit to the control 
of any part less than a majority.

The only thing 
left was to substitute something else for 
the good, and he had no confidence even 
in’ camouflage.’

No prominent Republican comes.out as 
an opponent of the President's peace 
policies, including especially the League 
of Nations, without thinking it neces- 
sary to assail the President's idealism, 
and to insist that neither the American 
soldiers who fought in the war nor the 
American millions who supported them 
were actuated by any motive extending 
beyond the shadow of their’ own vines 
and fig trees, personal or national. For 
any thought that those hundred thou- 
sand boys who are here no more felt 
any stirring of the heart for the broader 
good of humanity, they have only the 
sneer of contempt. 

I submit in all seriousness that Satan’ S 
words, ‘‘ Evil, be thou my good!’’ fit 
such an attitude of mind as nicely as the 
best made shell ever fitted the most ac- 
curately bored cannon.. But I question 
whether they fit a very large portion of 
the rank and file of the Republican 
Party. Within a very short time I have 
heard three great religious leaders, all 
Republican by tradition and practice, all 
of nation-wide renown, publicly thank- 
ing God for what President Wilson is 
and is doing. And what these three 
men were so publicly doing, thousands 
of other Republican religious and moral 
leaders are doing all over the land. 
There is a belt of States reaching from 
ocean to ocean in which the Republican 
Party still contains a very heavy meas- 
ure of the moral element which went 
into it as a result of the vicissitudes of 
the anti-slavery discussion and the civil 
war. No considerable part of that ele- 
ment will join the men who think it 
good politics to sneer at the idea that 
America was actuated largely by altru- 
istic motives, vague though in many 
cases they may have been, in entering 
the great war. Nor are the sons of the 
fathers who were willing to see all nec- 
essary constitutional readjustmeénts in 
order to do our national duty in the 
eradication of domestic slavery likely to 
be thrown into a shiver of cowardice at 
the far lesser readjustments. required to 
put us in shape for our international 
duty in eradicating, so far as possible, 
the curse of war: If Senator Lodge and 
Representative Fess imagine that they 
can safely throw this element of their 
party overboard and compensate for it 
by taking .on.the Reeds and Vardamans 
of the opposition; their polftical sagacity 
is somewhat at fault. 

If ‘‘ Evil, be thou my good! ’™is to be 
virtually their motto, they may as well 
‘‘go the whole hog,’’ with the illustri- 
ous author of that motto, and prepare an 
easier transition to their’ assured future 
by making up their minds from the out- 
set that it is ‘‘better to reign in hell than 
serve in heaven.’’ For the path upon 
which they are setting their feet does 
not lead even to the political heaven at 
Washington, much less to any higher.

A Moral Question. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Those Senators who assert that the 
League of Nations restricts our national 
sovereignty and oversteps the legal lim- 
its of the American Constitution suc- 
ceed only in proving their own misun- 
derstanding of the true nature of na- 
tional sovereignty, and likewise of the 
conditions in which the American Con- 
stitution itself came into existence. 

In the light of then pre-existent and 
therefore determining law, that Consti- 
tution was the most unconstitutional 
document ever established. It would 
never have been established at all had 
it been considered as a legal document 
merely. But fortunately for us all, it 
was not so considered. The American 
Constitution represented not a justifi- 
able legal thesis, but a vital moral vic- 
tory. Its original establishment, and its 
subsequent virtue and authority, derive 
from that moral element—that ability of 
cur ancestors to conceive their political 
problem in moral terms. 

To confine the League of Nations to 
the limits of legal formula or crystal- 
lized social habit is to betray the tre- 
mendous moral problem, and. conse- 
quently the tremendous moral opportu- 
nity, now confronting the world. 

In considering the League as prima- 
rily moral in cause, though essentially 
political in effect, let us meet those Sen- 
ators on their own’ grounds. While in- 
sisting that the problem stands upon a 
moral foundation, let us concede. the 
fact that the League will have many 
political effects, among which the chief 
will concern our attitude ‘toward the 
idea of national sovereignty. | : 

It is important, first, that American 
citizens realize why the’League of Na- 
tions can only be understood as a moral 
victory, and why it will be betrayed if 
confined within political limits, whether 
80 confined unconsciously by its friends 
or consciously by its foes. 

Take the case of a burglar and a me- 
chahic. ‘Both use the same tools’ ‘and 
both depend upon the same technical 
skill, --Should we permit any one to 
judge between them by comparing mere- 


ly the degree of skill or the complete- 


ness of mechanical equipment the two 
happened to possess? It might be easy 
enough to find a ‘burglar having better 
tools and more skill than the average 
mechanic, yet what an absurdity to set 
up & claim of superiority for the burglar 
on ‘that. account! Granted the prelimi- 
nary resolution—whether a man sets out 
to become a burglar or.an honest me- 
chanic—the tools and jthe skill must be 
attdined the same in either case. As 
even a child would appreciate, the point 
to ke at in arriving at judgment be- 
tween burglar and mechanic is not thé 
difference or lack of difference in me- 
chanical: equipment, but in the ‘quantity 
and quality of preliminary, resolution.

A French View of a Century Ago. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Today while reading an. analytical 
study of the- human species by the dis- 
tinguished French zoologist, M. Le 
Baron Cuvier, (1769-1832,) in his essay 
“Les Bimanes ou -L’Homme,” I came 
across a passage apropos to the subject 
foremost in the minds of thinking people 
everywhere: 

“Un mal plus irrémédiable est l’abus 
de la force: gujourd’hui que l’homme 
seul peut nuire & l'homme, il est aussi 
la_ seule espéce qui soit continuellement 
en guerre avec elle-méme, Les sauvages 
se disputént leurs foréts, les nomades 
leurs p&turages; ils font aussi souvent 
qu’ils le peuvent des irruptions chez les 
agriculteurs pour s’emparer sans” peine 
des résultats de longs travaux. Les 
peuples civilisés eux-memes, loin d’étre 
satisfaits de leurs jouissances, com- 
battent pour les prérogatives de l’orgueil 
ou pour le monopole du commerce. De 
1a. la necessité des gouvernements pour 
diriger les guerres nationales, et pour 
reprimer ou réduire a des formes 
réglées les querelies particuliéres.” 

The great naturalist thus affirmed as 
an innate peculiarity of the genus homo 
the more or less constant disposition of 
peoples or nations, whether savage or 
civilized, to make war on one another. 
He also recognized the necessity of the 
organization of influences sufficiently 
powerful either to control national 
quarrels or to repress wars altogether. 

With a God-like perception of our true 
nature, combined with’a knowledge of 
what was best for the human race, thus 
Cuvier more than one hundred years 
ago anticipated the idea of the League 
of Nations for the prevention of wars.

Advocates Quick Return of Lines to 
Owners and New Laws for 
Future Demands.. 





The annual report of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company for 1918, which was 
made’ public last night, shows the net 
income to have been $44,070,899, an in- 
crease of $4,789,314 over the ° figures 
shown in the 1917 report... The gross in- 
come was $88,594,487, an increase of 
$26,445,534 over the preceding year. The 
gross of last year was made up of com- 
pensation under Government’ control, 
amounting to $65,992,740, and other cor- 
porate income of $22,601,747. 

The net income was equivalent to °8.82. 
per cent. on the outstanding stock, as 
compared with 7.87 per cent in 1917 and 
10.47 per cent. in 1916. After the de- 
duction of dividends amounting to $29,- 
950,704, and $2,813,201 for income applied 
to sinking and other reserve funds, there 
was a balance of $11,806,993. The profit 
and loss account now stands at $39,675,- 
252. BWxpenditures for equipment, addi- 
tions, and betterments on all lines 
amounted to $35,464,416. 

In his remarks to stockholders,. Presi- 


dent Rea says: 

“The sudden cessation of active war- 
fare has brought about serious recon- 
struction questions,.and none more im- 

portant than the future relations and 
—— of the Government to the rail- 
roads which are still under Federal con- 
trol. While the companies 
have some protection against war losses 
under the Federal control contract, it 
sheuld also be remembered that their 
earnings are limited to the net railway 
operating income of the three-year 
period ended June 30, 1917, and that 
they have derived no profits from the 
war traffic to meet the problems of the 
reconstruction period. The Senate Com- 
mittee on Interstate Commerce has been 
‘sitting for months in Washington tak-. 
ing testimony bearing upon the import- 
ant question of a future national rail- 
road policy, before formulati that 
policy and deciding the legislation re- 
quired to make it effective. 

“The railroad executives, as a result 
of their long experience and e ustive 
study of this pmmortant question, rec- 
ommended a plan which, in their judg- 
ment, could elie effective in ‘the 
war reconstruction period, and would 
protect the interests of the public, the 
railroad owners and employes. Before 
the railroads are released from Federal 
control suitable legislative action must 

taken, whereby all interests will be 
adequately protected, and the country 
assured of a progressive transportation 
system, and the railroad owners a fair 
return upon their investment. This is 
not only justifiable *.ut necessary to 
keep the railroad corporations’ credit in 
sound condition, and to attract addi- 


— capital essential to enable the 
jes to-.expand. their’ lines and 
facil ties to meet the requirements of 


a still rapidly growing country.’ 
“While these. necessities have hereto- 
fore been “measurably recognized, the 
railroad companies have been unable to 
secure adéquate revenues to produce 
those results, and the existing Federal 
and State laws and conflicting. regula- 
tion do-»not concentrate the responsibil- 
ity upon any of the Federal or State 
latory ‘authorities.

to obtain, for the good of ‘the country, 
the benefits that reasonably, -could have 
been secured from :cloger co-operation 
and unification of their service and 
facilities, the elimination of duplicate 
train service and faciltes, and from 
other —— economies. It is hoped 
that these and other deficiencies in our 
regulatory system will be dealt with by 
both national and State legislation in 
such effective fashion as to stabilize 
rafiroad credit on a sound basis, and 
maintain the confidence of investors in 
railroad sécurities. The railroad stocks 
and bonds are owned by many millions 
of citizens, individually and through 
their savings, insurance and other in- 
stitutions, and, judged by past results 
on our railroads, compared with those 
of other countries, it ought to be the 
national policy to encourage such own- 
ership, instead of Government owner- 
ship, which inevitably means political 
operation, with all of its consequent 
civic dangers, increased costs, and lack 
of development to meet commercial de- 
mands. 

“This ownership and a sound national 
railroad policy it is believed can be 
secured under the plan submitted by the 
railroad executives —— disturbance 
of business, or ey, ee additional 
financial burden upon the Government, 
and in such @ way as to preserve pri- 
vate initiative and operation of rail- 
roads, under which the country has had 
— remarkable development in the 
ogy The main features recommended 
y the railroad executives are, a Fed- 
eral statutory rule to insure rates that 
will produce a return sufficient to at- 
tract new capital into the railroad busi- 
ness and pay. a reasonable return on the 
existing vestment; .the concentration 
of responsibility in the Federal Govern- 
ment for the regulation of rates, wages, 
and security issues; relief from the re- 
strictive Federal and State laws which 
prevent the further unification of ex- 
isting railroads and co-operation be- 
tween them as to the use of their ter- 
minals, equipment, ticket offices, and 
other transportation facilities and serv- 
ice. Under any policy of fair regulation 
and adequate rates, the railroads require 
no financial assistance from the Gov- 
ernment, and the country at large is 
fully convinced*that they are.entitled to a 
fair return upon the railroad invest- 
ment, and so long as poate regulation 
withholds that return, it creates a grea 
obstacle to national prosperity an 
progress. Therefore it is earnestly hoped 
that Congress will give prompt consid- 
eration and attention to this most im- 
portant subject, and will so deal with 
the problems involved as to make s· 
sible the return of the railroads to their 
owners and experienced managements 
at an early date under a national regu- 
lato system which will meet the de- 
mands of the situation, and will assure 
ecmprehensive development of the coun- 
try’s transportation facilities.’’

In attacking the imposition “4 the tax, 
liquor importers asserted t the sec- 
tions in the 1913 act, under which: the 
tax was levied, were identical with 
those in the act of 1909, which the Treas- 
ury Department, in 1911, after a thor- 
ough investigation, interpreted as not 
affecting these allowances.

TO MARKET U. S. COPPER. 


Producing Companies and Govern- 
ment Make Tentative Pact. 


A tentative plan for liquidating the 


Government stock of copper, estimated 
to be approximately 140, pounds, 
was determined upon yesterday follow- 
ing a meeting between representatives 
of the War Department and representa- 
tives of the producers, at the offices of 
the Copper Export Association. Under 
the terms of the agreement, which to 
become final must have the approvil of 
the War Department directly as well as 
that of the producing companies, the 
Government stock of copper will be 
marketed py the producers through .the 
regular channels and at the prevailing 
market price, the charge to the Govern- 
ment for the service being only the vost 
ircidental to the transaction. 

Morse, Assistant Director of 
Sales of the War Department, was em- 
phakic in saying after the meeting that 
the charge for selling the copper ‘was 
not a commission in any sense. The 
statement which was given out after the 
meeting read as follows: 

“That producers representing 90 per 
cent of the copper production of the 
country and representatives of the Di- 
rector of Sales of the War Department 
have .reached a’ tentative agreement 
whereby the producers will market for 
the Government all the surplus Govern- 
ment copper at market prices over a 
period depending upon business condi- 
tions but not to exceed fifteen months.”’ 

In giving further light on this state- 
ment Mr. Morse said that the. arrange- 
ment provided that the stock of copper 
be marketed at a certain percentage 
each month for the first ten months, but 
refused to disclose what this percentage 
was.- The Government experts disagreed 
as to whether thére was a’ minimunr 
price. Mr. Morse said that there was no 
such proviso, while another representa- 
he — that a minimum price was in-
